Af the propesition contained in the resolution 
does not meet the approval of Congress and the 
eguntry, ‘there is the end; botif it does command 
such approval, Ldeem it of importsnce that the 
Slates and pcople jnmediately futerested should 
beat once distinctly Tiotificd of the fact, so thet 
they may begin to consider whether to accept or 
reject its The federal povcroment would find its 
highest interestyin such a measure, as one of the 
most efficicut meavs of s¢li-prerercation. =

The Emancipation Question. 
|The President Inid- before Congress yes: 
terday ao most important Message on tho 
subject of the emancipation question, sug- 
gesting the adoption of a joint resolution 
to the effect that the government ought 
to co-operate with any State which may, 
adopt a gradual abolition of slavery, giving to 
such State pecuniary aid, to be used, in its dis- 
cretion, t9\ compensate for. the inconveniences 
“produced by such change of system.” If the 
proposition contained in the resolution docs 
ot meot the approval of Cougress,then, says 
the President, there is an ent of the matter, 
But if it docs; then it is important that the 
States interested should know the fact. In 
other words, if the border States, now redeemed, 
or partially redecmed, from the clutches of re- 
bellion, should be disposed to, amanoipate their 
slaves, it is propor that Congress should an- 
nounce to them, by tke adoption of such a reso- 
lution, that the government is willing (o aid 
them by paying a just value for the slaves so 
liberated. 

Such ameasnre wontd most probably prove 
agteeable to the conservative fecling of the 
North and the South alike, substituting, as it 
does, a moderate and practical view of the 
question of mancipation-in place of the ex- 
treme and impracticable viows of the aboli- 
tionists. 

The progress of the debate on the Confisea- 
tion bill is developing the conservative, eonsti- 
{ulion-loving sentiment in Congress. It is a 
struggle of law and ordov against anarchy and 
revolution. ‘The observations of Senator 
McDougall (opposition), of California, on Mon- 
day and Tuesday, are well worthy of the atteu- 
tive consideration of the whole people, and 
their endorsement by Mr, Cowan (republican), 
of Pennsylvania, ia a most gratifying evidence 
of patriotism amidst the flerce passions of parly 
spirit. “Shall we,” says (ho latter gentleman, 
“stand by the constitution, or shall we open 
wide the field of revolution, and go back to the 
doctrines of foudal ages, and introduce feuds 
which centuries cannot quiet? That is what 
this bill proposes. Tho passage of such a bill 
will make the whole Southern people our ene- 
mics, The scheme of colonization is entirely 
impracticable. And further, the bill is directly 
in conflict.with the constitution, for the preser- 
yation of which alono the war is waged. Tho 
Dill is unnecessary, impolitic and totally use- 
less, The bill is unconstitutional, because the 
constivition provides that no Dill of nttainder 
shall be passed, and no person punished for 
crime without regular proceedings in court 
This bill is im fact a bill of attainder, and Con- 
gress lias no power to passit.” 


‘This covers tue whole ground. And what is 
Mr. Cowan’s opinion about emancipation? He
